THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 


It may be remembered that Treasurer 


Barron was found i^i the vault about half- 
past seven In the evening of Feb. 22d, by 
Postmaster Wood, Cashier Curtis, Presi-«

W. II. P. Bement, who had learned at Mrs. 
Barren's house of her husband's continued 
absence, as related by the evidence given 
below.
